First Peace Corps Group 
Left Over One Year Ago

Exactly one year ago today the 
first Peace Corps group left to 
go overseas. They were secondary 
school teachers, these 51 first vol­ 
unteers, and they were going to 
Ghana, a country which had often 
been critical of the United States. 
At that tim e — a time when 
many 
people 
had 
their doubts 
about whether the Peace Corps 
would work — I warned these 
yotng men and women: “You are 
on trial in G hana. You will make 
or break the Peace Corps." 
How did they do? Let’s let the 
facts speak fo r themselves: 
Today, on this first anniversary, 
a second group of Ghana volun­ 
teers — 60 secondary and voca­ 
tional teachers — arrives in Ac­ 
cra. Today, 1,513 volunteers are 
working in 19 countries as teach­ 
ers, agricultural workers, survey­ 
ors, 
youth 
workers, 
engineers, 
home econom.Ms, nurses, and in 
m any other fields. Today, in 31 
.American universities, over 2.000 
men and women between 18 and 
75, 
from all 
walks of life, 
of 
every race, color and creed, are 
being given expert training for 
Peace Corps projects overseas. 
I 
think these ir e impressive 
facts. 


Group W as Successful 
I don't m ean to suggest that the 
success of the Peace Corps is due 
solely to the efforts of the first 
Ghana group; but I maintain that 
had that group failed, the Peace 
Corps could well have failed. 
W hat made the group succeed? 
On m y trip to Ghana in April 
of 1961. many Ghanaians worried 
about the Peace Corps and wheth­ 
er o r not it was an instrument 
for subversion of the less devel­ 
oped countries into puppets of the 
A m erican economic 
imperialism. 
N evertheless. I met with Presi- 
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dent Kwame Nkrumah in Accra. 
He 
called the 
Peace 
Corps 
a 
bold and splendid idea'* a n d 
asked 
for 50 
to 
75 
secondary 
school 
teachers. 
The 
program 
was born. 
Four months after m y meeting 
with President N krum ah, our first 
volunteers arrived on foreign soil. 
As they got off the airplane, one 
of the volunteers gave a brief talk 
—in Twi — the them e of which was 
guage — the theme of which was 
that they had com e to learn a? 
well as to teach. Then the group 
sang a Ghanaian song — again 
in Twi — which they had prac­ 
ticed on the plane. 
The impact was im m ediate. The 
education officer 
of 
the Ghana 
government, who had opposed the 
Peace Corps, led a spontaneous 
cheer for the Americans. 
Everywhere 
the 
volunteers 
travelled during 
the 
next 
few 
days people recognized them as 
the "Americans who sang o u r 
song,” who had com e “to learn 
as well as to teach.” These were 
the Americans who had taken the 
trouble to learn 
the local 
lan­ 
guage 
before 
arriving. 
These 
were the Americans with a sense 
of humility. 


Had Their Problem s 


I do not m ean to suggest that 
all was smooth vailing for the vol­ 
unteers. 
As 
they 
began 
their 
teaching assignm ents 
in 
school» 
throughout the country, they were 
faced with m any problem s and 
frustrations. Yet a lte r one year 
on trial they have earned these 
words 
of praise 
from 
G hana's 
m inister 
of 
education, 
A. 
J. 
Dowuona-Hammond: 
"Thanks 
to 
th e 
good 
sense, 
open-mindedness 
and 
the 
fresh­ 
ness of the approach to the chal­ 
lenge 
offered 
the Peace 
Corps­ 
men. I am happy to learn that 
they have ill aettled down very 
well and feel quite at home in 
their new surroundings. In gener­ 
al. the heads of th eir institutions 
have spoken in glowing term s of 
their 
helpfulness 
and 
enthusi­ 
asm .” 
The volunteers have found that 
their duties and activities extend 
beyond the classroom into all the 
extra-curricular 
activities 
of 
a 
boarding school. 
Perhaps the b est indication of 
the effectiveness of the first group 
of volunteers is th at the govern­ 
m ent 
of 
Ghana 
has 
asked for 
more. 


Aware Of Standard 


The men and w om en in this 
second 
contingent 
have 
a 
high 
standard to live up to. and they 
are well aware of it. How do they 
feel about going? Let me quote 
from one of them , B lair Butter- 
worth of New Orleans: 
‘‘Now that our program is over 
and we are ready in every sense 
of the word to go. we have the 
greatest professional respect for 
the first group. 
A fter all, they 
joined the Peace C orps when it 
was 
really new. 
All 
they 
had 
were guesses. T heir joining was 
an act of faith. T hey have made 
our coming a m uch easier thing. 
Now all of G hana will welcome 
us, the new group. 
"I know, is we all know, that 
they a re nervous about our com­ 
ing. They are afraid that we will 
do som ething that «rill ruin their 
patience, 
good 
judgm ent, 
and 
hard efforts. We will not. We are 
full of admiration for them, but 
we will not sit and idealize them. 
We have come to do a job too, 
and we will do it.”

His job is a precarious one, w hether 


interscholastic, intercollegiate or on into the 
p ro ranks.

Indirectly, this w as the cause of a bit 


o f a tem pest stirred u p on th e practice field 
of th e Indians, the Palm Springs H igh School 


g rid d ers w ho swing into their first gam e here 
F rid a y night. 


W hile coach Dick B unting and his assis- 


stan ts w ere hard at it, seeking to p rep are 
th e ir charges for this first gam e in the short 
tim e available, parents and friends of the 


boys gathered in th e bleachers to w atch. 
T h at w as fine, for enthusiasm is a w o n ­ 
d erfu l thing and it is contagious. T he coach 


and his staff ap p reciated this fine support 
and interest. 


But some of the spectators became too 


enthusiastic. 
Players 
them selves 
in 
th eir 
younger days, they forsook the sidelines in 


their eagerness to help and started to do a 
little coaching on th eir ow n. And m uch of 
it was not along the lines presented hy coach 
B unting w ho, after all, gets the credit or the 
blam e for w hat goes on the score board. H e 


found him self w ith too m any assistants — 
there w ere too m any chiefs for the num ber 
of Indians. 


So signs w ent up b arring spectators from 
the grounds. N aturally, there w as an uproar 


and the drastic order w as eased. Parents an d 


friends m ay w atch b u t from the bleachers 
only. No coaching from the audience, in 
other words. 


At the dinner table at hom e after p ra c ­ 
tice, the dads m ay tell the boys how thev 
used to do it w hen they w ere players — b u t 


they cannot run o u t on to the field during 
practice to draw upon their own experiences. 


T he tem pest has sim m ered down to te a ­ 
pot size b u t the coach w ants to let the fans 
know' that, w hile he greatly appreciates th eir 


enthusiasm and the support of the tearr 
he has to stand o r fall by his ow n efforts. 


For after all, too m any cooks ran spoil 
the broth.

Wa s h in g t o n , 
d .c . - vice 
President Johnson's recent trip 
to the 
Eastern 
Mediterranean 
had some features which were 
open and 
obvious, 
and 
some 
w hich were covert. 


Open and obvious: In showing 
him self to the populations of Le­ 
banon, 
Iran, 
Turkey. 
Greece, 
Cyprus and Italy, and in leap­ 
ing among them to shake hands 
in his flamboyant Texas cam ara­ 
derie. Johnson was dram atical­ 
ly offering friendship in a style 
w hich Richard Nixon made fa­ 
m iliar. 
and 
which 
unhappily 
backfired in Venezuela. 


These 
personal 
appearance 
tours 
have 
recognizable 
haz­ 
ards. including one not usually 
mentioned. At least one mem­ 
b er of the Johnson party suf­ 
fered 
food or water poisoning 
which 
laid 
him 
low 
for 
two 
days. A State visitor like John­ 
son is a superm an in the eyes 
of 
foreign crowds. One incau­ 
tious mouthful in the bazaars or 
at the banquets would mean a 
shattered 
image. 
Fortunately. 
Johnson is not only incredibly 
rugged 
and 
tireless, 
but 
is 
blessed 
with 
another 
quality 
which rides with world figures. 
He is lucky. Nixon has never 
been. 
Difficult Duty 


Another open but more diffi­ 
cult duty of the State visitor in 
transit is to give subtle political 
backing to the party of power in 
friendly lands. This was easy in 
Italy, where President Segni and 
P rem ier Fanfani are democrat­ 
ic leaders, and in the Vatican 
City, where Pope John has no 
overt 
rivals. 
But 
the Shah 
of Iran 
and 
Prim e 
M inister , Ismet 
Inonu 
of Turkey are rulers of another 
sort. In Qreece Prem ier Kara- 
m anlis is on top. but he has a 
form idable rival in Papandreou, 
leader of the opposition party. 
In 
Cyprus, 
where 
Archbishop 
M akarios is President. Johnson 
was in a country where people 
call them selves Turks or Greeks, 
but rarely Cypriots. Cyprus has 
no national anthem and raised 
a national flag for the Vice Pres­ 
ident in a ceremony that was 
unusual if not unique. While al­ 


ways in the role of distinguished 
visitor. Johnson had to vary his 
perform ance to fit each 
audi­ 
ence. 
Covert: 
Ostensibly, 
Johnson’s 
trip was to explain to the na­ 
tional leaders that the Adminis­ 
tration is in the p r o c e s s of 
changing economic support from 
grants to long-term loans. But 
the process is not uniform, and 
Johnson had to make these ex­ 
planations a g a i n s t the back­ 
ground of national jealousies. 
In Turkey, where the econom­ 
ic growth rate is negligible, he 
told the leaders that grants (or 
economic support would contin­ 
ue only a few more years. But 
in Greece, where 
the 
growth 
rate is 11 per cent, he had to 
explain why the giveaway pol­ 
icy was being term inated as of 
now. 
Less well known is a criticism 
he encountered of American for­ 
eign policy which often seems 
to favor the neutrals over the 
allies. It is hard for the Turks, 
who made such a splendid con­ 
tribution in the Korean War. to 
understand 
why 
t h e 
United 
States still sends aid to Yugo­ 
slavia. much less to Poland The 
Greeks fought a civil w ar with 
American aid to stop Commu­ 
nism. and while they are also 
grateful to Tito for closing his 
border and preventing Red re­ 
enforcements 
from 
coming 
to 
Greece, they are sensitive to the 


same jealousies as the Turks. 
The Greeks 
are 
also 
uneasy 
about the designs of two Com­ 
munist 
neighbors, 
Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria, upon Macedonia. 
Johnson scored a big hit when 
he m ade toasts both in Athens 
and Tessalooike (only 50 miles 
from the Bulgarian border) to 
"national 
integrity.” 
This was 
understood to m ean that an at­ 
tack on any possession of Greece 
would be treated as an attack 
upon NATO and the U n i t e d 
States. 
A 
fairly 
undercover purpose 
of the Vice P resident’s trip re­ 
lated to Berlin. The Administra­ 
tion feels that the demonstrated 
willingness of Greeks and Turks 
to 
fight 
against 
Communists 
both in the Balkans and Korea 
has a restraining influence on 
the K rem lin’s plans in Germany. 
A ground w ar in the Eastern 
M editerranean, supported by the 
American Sixth Fleet, would be 
difficult for Khrushchev to sup­ 
port. 
The 
region 
w here 
Johnson 
traveled is a corner of the Cold 
War, 
where 
Russia 
is 
still 
thw arted in two historical am ­ 
bitions. One is to find a warm 
water port. The other is to es­ 
tablish a contiguous border with 
the volatile Arab nations. 
The 
E astern wing 
of NATO 
bars a side door by which Rus­ 
sia has long desired to move 
West.

McKay revealed his s c h e m e 
at a meeting of the Southern Cal- 
lifornia Football Writers Associa­ 
tion.
